Now, I wish my countrymen to know that 
this Morley's Hotel, so much talked of, is 
not equal iri appearance, in furniture, in ac- 
commodations, in service, in fare when you 
order the best, or io any respect whatsoever, 
with a third-rate hotel in New York, whore 
tho fare is $2 a day, or less. Minart's ie said 
to be much better, but the charges are stilt 
more enormous, and it is doubtful whether 
anything would be gained by going there, 
except more solemn and ceremonious ser- 
vice. I can conceive of no reason why an 
American should subject himself to tho ex- 
actions of either, or, indeed, of any Londo 
hotel. 
He can live quite as respectably 


more elegantly, and more comfortably, a 
nearly half the expense, in private apart 
menta. 


"As to eating, na American abroad rrius 


make-up his mind to forego mnny of th 
luxuries to which he is accustomed at home 
Baker's bread, the French roll, and tbehrowj 
loaf, are the only varieties of breadstuff's h, 
can commond in England or.in the continent 
and these are always cold, often stale, anc 
on the continent, out of Paris, poorly biikec 
out of poor flour. Hot roll, short biscuit 
batter-cake, pancake, flannel-cake; hoe-cnke 
Johnny-cake, dodgeis, corn-batter bread 
those delicious preparations offlour and meat 
so well understood in our country—are nn 
known here. An English hotel has notable 
d,kote. 
You muat compound your own din 


per from such a bill of fare as it hns, which 
is not very various. On the continent you 
fiud the table d'hote a mere suggestion of i 
dinner in an American hotel. The guest 
seat themselves nt a cbmrnon table, and ^ar 
first;'aervedL with soup, then with fish cut up 
in convenient portions and passed around in 
waiters. While eating your fish, you see 
two or three joints, it may be of mutton, pu 
on the table; they are then taken off, cut up 
in small slices, and the fish being disposed o 
the sliced mutton is handed by the waiter to 
each guest, who is left to eat it by itself, or 
possibly with bread, or potato. Then, per- 
haps< comes some beefsteak, also prepared 
in small pieces,,and handed round the same 
way, to be eaten by itself; and then, in suc- 
cession, may follow some sweet bread and a 
few mutton chops. While eating the latter, 
there is a vision of roast beef; nnd this, too, 
disappears from.the table, to be cut up, anc 
to be passed round like the rest, and to be 
devoured probably by itself. Then a dish of 
pens may be circulated; then the pudding 
sliced up and carried round ; then the salad ; 
then a pair of very small chickens, which are 
carefully dissected before being sent on their 
errand. Finally conies the dessert, of fruit, 
&c. Thus, on a very meager bill of fare, 
they manage to get up some ten'bra dozen 
courses, which appear quits imposing, but 
there is nothing in them,'"-Just imagine a 
New York hotel attempting to satisfy its 
guests with beef, mutton and chickens, cut 
up in small bits, with peas, potatoes and let- 
tuce, and. calling this a sumptuous repast! 
To me this table d'hote is a most detestable 
institution; my gorge,always rises against it. 


V Some reader may perhaps think these 


are very small matters to notice; but the 
truth is, the habits of people interest me as 
much as the natural features of their country 
or their works of art.

A COTTON ISLAND.—Gen. John Wilson, 


of Sun Francisco, lias written to Gov. Foote, 
of Mississippi, about a group of islands in 
tho Pacific, known as th« Navigators' Islands.

Young ITIen, B?nd Thl».

A day or two since, we learned from a gen- 


tleman of New York City a few fact* rela- 
tive to Mr. Billiard, who is now exhibiting 
here his Panorama of New York City.which, 
at the time they were related, very much in- 
terested us, and we have no doubt they will 
interest all those who have struggled and are 
struggling with poverty. Mr. B. is a native 
of the town of Howard, Steuben Co., N. Y. 
His father was a farmer, and youno Billiard 
remained at home and worked on the farm '< 
until he was fourteen years of age, when his 
father declared he was " too lazy" to make a 
farmer. 
When he ou2ht, as his father 


thought, to be at.work oa the farm, he was 
cutting out of shingles the portrait of every 
boy and girl in the neighborhood. The fa- 
ther not being able to control the bent of the 
boy's mind, put him with Augustus A.Olm- 
stead, Esq.. of his native town, to learn the 
trade of sign-painting. He remained with 
Mr. Olmstead until he was twenty-one years 
of age. 


After completing his trade with Mr. Olm- 


stead, he painted some twenty portraits of 
different individuals living in Howard. 
For 


painting these portraits he received some 
$25. 
With this amount of money, he start- 


ed for New IL ork city. 


Ho had expected to find theNational Acad- 


emy of Design open on exhibition, and to see 
the paintings and become acquainted with the 
artists, and_ftnd, if possible, some one to in- 
struct him in his favorite art. He arrived 
there, and found the exhibition closed, which 
very much disappointed him. He roved 
around the grout city a day or two, and was 
unublotofind any artist to instructor encour- 
age him, and his purse becoming very low, 
he went to Hartford, Ct., in the vicinity of 
which place he had friends. 
He remained 


in Hartford one year, receiving instructions 
in his art from an artist by the name of Hew- 
ens. 
After leaving Mr. Hewens, he went 


into the country from Hartford and painted 
portraits, realizing money enough to pay the 
debts he had contracted in Hartford, for 
board, <tec. During the year he was in Hart- 
ford, such was his extreme poverty that he 
attended church but six times, because he 
had not clothes to wear that were suitable. 


After meeting with various reverses of for- 


tune, ho returned to Howard in 1841, and 
was married to Miss Angelina A. Olmstead, 
a daughter of the gentleman of whom he 
had learned the trade of a sign-painter.— 
From 1841 to 1843 he was in various parts 
of the Union, engaged in painting portraits. 
From 1843 to 1846, he was a resident of New 
York city, and at work nt his art, receiving 
instruction and continually improving, till 
now lie is " at least" a prominent artist. 


In 1846 he conceived the idea of painting 


his great work, the Panorama of Ne<v York 
City, and found n noble-hearted Englishman, 
George Doel, who furnished the means to go 
on with the painting. 
Mr. Bullard, and 


from three to seven men, were engaged on 
this great work four years. Mr. Doel prompt- 
ly paid tho bills as thoy became due, in all 
815,000. 
The Painting waa completed on 


the first day of November, 1850. 


What a lea-oo here is for every young 


man ! Is there a young man in our city 
who has felt the tears of poverty rolling 
down his cheeks—who, when he bus becotrfe 
fatigued with tho labors of the dny, has sat 
down in his room by the side of his desk, and 
rested his head xipon his hand, and there un- 
der tho lid of his desk were his board bills, 
and others too numerous to mention, unpaid, 
and he has at those times felt almost discour- 
aged, and said to himself it is no use to try?

AN EXTRAORDINARY MAS.—Duvid Wil-

an old R«volut,ionnry soldier, nud n 


native of New Jersey, .died, after a very 
short illness, in Dearborn county, Ind., in 
August, 1833, aged one hundred and seven 
yours, two months and ten days.- He had, 
at ditforeat periods of his life, five wives, and 
at the time of his death, was the fattier of 
forty-seven children.

Pennsylvania, nenr the old Redstone fort, 
his wife gave birth to five children io eleven 
months.

could hold up his hands in a vertical position 
«nd receive a blow from the fist of a power- 
iul man on the lateral portion of his body 
without inconvenience. He ser»edl through- 
out the entire Revolution, 
under Gen. 


Washington, was engaged in most of the
